PAIR PLAY 
EBWARDED 


England, Norway and 
Luxembourg were each 
awarded one additional 
entry in the UEFA Cup 
tournament next season 
for fair play, the UEFA 
executive committee 
tuled last week, 

In a communique 
published after a meeting 
in Zurich, the committee 
said the three associations 
had “distinguished 
themselves on the field 
with sportsmanlike 
conduct” and headed the 
“first ever UEFA fair play 
ranking list’, 


England, whose clubs 
were banned from UEFA 
club competitions for 
five years after the 
Heysel Stadium disaster 
in 1985, had three 
teams in the first round 
of the UEFA Cup this 
season. Norway and 
Luxembourg both had 
one. 

But UEFA have 
decided that after 1997- 
98, League Cup winners 
may only be nominated 
for UEFA Cup inclusion 
through that toumament 
if the national 
association concerned 
has limited _ their 
domestic championship 
to a maximum 54 
matches, 

The decision only 
affects England, with 22 
teams in the Premier 
League, Spain and 
France, with 20 sides in 
their respective First 
Divisions. 

England, Spain and 
France have until the 
1997-98 season to 
comply with the rules 
and reduce their leagues 
to 18 teams. England 
will reduce to 20 clubs 
next season but there 
are not believed to be 
any plans for further 
reduction. 

The committee also 
allowed France to stage 
from next season a new 
League Cup, the winner 
of which may take part 
in the UEFA Cup. 


MORE WORLD 
CUP SPOTS -

Meanwhile, UEFA has 
confirmed it would ask for 
16 places to be awarded to 
European teams in the 
World Cup finals in 
France in 1998. 

The executive 
committee confirmed the 
position adopted at a 
meeting of European 
soccer’s governing body in 
Stockholm last month. 

The number of teams 
taking part to the World 
Cup finals is to be 
increased from 24 to 32 in 
1998 and Europeans, who 
had seven teams in the 
quarter-finals of this 
year’s tournament in the 
United States, want three 
of the additional eight 
berths, 

A decision is to be taken 
by FIFA, at a meeting in 
New York this week. 

UEFA’s stand will be 
opposed by the African 
and Asian confederations. 
Both want two more places 
for their own teams and 
only two more for 
European sides, 

The South American 
confederation is in favour 
of one more berth for each 
confederation — Europe, 
Africa, Asia, South 
America and CONCACAF 
—and wants the top three 
teams from the US World 
Cup, Brazil, Italy and 
Sweden, to qualify 
automatically,

This year’s World Cup 
finals in the United States 
generated three times as 
much profit as orginally 
forecast — more than 
$A82 million. 

The figure does not 
include the $A22 million 
bonus to be shared 
between the 418 full-time 
employees of the world 
cup organisation and a 
$A4 million bonus to be 
paid to organising 
committee president Alan 
Rothenberg. 

The windfall will go to 
the American Football 
Federation set up to 
promote the sport within 
the USA and to organise a 
professional league. 

The statement said as 
little as a year ago the 
surplus was expected to be 


approximately $427.25 
million. 

After payii all 
outstanding claims and 
maintaining a contingency 
fund for winding up 
affairs, the organisers said 
about $A54.50 million 
would be transferred to 
the US Soccer Federation 
Foundation to benefit 
soccer in the United 
States. 

In 1992, when there 
were concerns about the 
economic viability of a US- 
hosted World Cup, 
Rothenberg declined a 
salary and said he would 
accept compensation only 
if'a surplus was generated.

FIFA secretary 
general Sepp Blatter 
defended the decision 
to up the number of 
teams in the 1998 
World Cup from 24 to 
52. 
“It will not devalue 
the World Cup, quite 
the opposite,” he said. 
“Considering the large 
number of national 
football associations, it 
is only right that there 
should be 52 in the 
finals. 

“In the United States 
this year, where only 
24 teams qualified, we 
were missing countries 
such as Uruguay, Peru, 
England, Denmark, 
Portugal, France, 
Scotland, Egypt, 
Ghana, Japan and 
Australia to name but a 
few.” 

Since the decision 
was announced by FIFA 


president Joao 
Havelange, urgent talks 
have been taking place 
between the continents 
— all fighting for more 
representation in the 
finals. 

*No decision has yet 
been reached but | am 
certain the basis of an 
agreement will be 
reached before the 
FIFA meeting to discuss 
the matter on October 
27,” said Blatter.

Brian Clough has 
sparked a new 
controversy by blaming 
Liverpool fans for the 


Hillsborough disaster, 
The former 
Nottingham Forest 


manager, whose side was 
playing Liverpool in an 
FA Cup semi-final when 
the disaster occurred in 
April 1989, has made his 
claims in his new book 


“Clough: The 
Autobiography.” 

“Pm now going to say 
something that may 


sound harsh and I want 
to make sure I choose the 
right words,” he said. 

“Many mistakes were 
made at Hillsborough, 
but I will always remain 
convinced that those 
Liverpool fans who died 
were killed by Liverpool 
people. 

“This is my opinion, 
made not in the heat of 
the moment or the 
immediate angry 
aftermath, but following 
all the publicity and the 
official inquiry. 

“AIL those lives were 
lost needlessly. It was 
such a terrible and 
avoidable waste.” 

Clough, whose son 
Nigel now plays for 
Liverpool, adds: “I'm not 
accusing Liverpool 
supporters of being 
thugs or hoodiums, 

“But it was the 
innocent who were killed 
on that dreadful day — 
killed by others who 
arrived at the stadium 
later and in such 
numbers that mistakes 
were made.” 

But former Anfield 
star Tommy Smith, 
quoted in the Sunday 
Mirror, said: “The man 
is a complete disgrace. 

“P've lost all respect 
for him. If I saw him now 
I'd spit in his face. He 
deserves nothing else.”

Klinsmann was bought from 
Monaco for £2million, and 
immediately kick-started 
Tottenham's season-ticket sales 
into over drive.

Most agree that importing 
top-class foreign players is good 
for the game — exciting fans, 
stimulating domestic players and 
generally bringing a good deal of 
attention to English football. 

But, where do you draw the 
line? What makes one foreigner 
acceptable and another not? The 


vexatious question has been 
puzzling all concerned. 

At present, the criteria for 
entry are sketchy. All EC 
nations are acceptable, under 
European law, but non-EC 
players face a much tougher

PFA chief Gordon Taylor is 
the most vociferous on this 
problem, arguing that importing 
foreign players is not a good 
idea. 

Next April, when the Major 
soccer League, stars, there could 
be dozens of jobs for English 
players of all ages and abilities. 

But, who could blame the 
Americans if they closed the 
door to English imports 
completely? 

Taylor would certainly have 
something to moan about then, 
but perhaps a taste of his own 
medicine might make him realise 
the folly of his crusade to keep 
foreign players out of English 
football. 

The foreign players who have 
arrived in England this summer 
have created a real buzz in the 
FA premiership, proving to all 
bar Taylor, seemingly, that 
variety really is the spice of life. 

And, if Faylor's “established” 
foreigners only ethos had been 
applied in the past, English 
football would have missed out 
on some fine players. Would 
Arnold Muhren and Frans 
Thijssen have been allowed to 
play? Doubtful. 

Further, who is to say that up- 
and-coming foreign players will 
Not go on to be international 
stars of the future? Ipswich’s 
Bontcho Guentchev has proved 
in some small measure, that 
unknowns can, and often do, go 
on to bigger things.

ever there was one when he 
arrived at Portman Road, went 
as far as the semi-finals of\the 
World Cup with Bulgaria, 
further than Cantona and 
Klinsmann and Amokachi and 
Schmeichel and... 

Taylor, labelled “an inward- 
looking islander” by Newcastle 
chairman Sir John Hall, has 
every right to be concerned 
about the 400 or so English 
professionals thrown on 
soccer's scrapheap during the 
off-season, but barring the way 
to foreigners is no answer. 
Clubs can and will sign the 
players they want, one way or 
another, should be free to 
decide their own transfer 
decisions provided they remain 
with UEFA’s statutes — 
something Taylor is palpably 
failing to do. 

It may also be worth 
remembering that Italy’s Serie A 
has, in many people's opinion, 
replaced England's top flight as 
the best League in the world. 
And one of the most often 
quoted reasons for this is: 
“because they have the best 
foreign imports”. 

Taylor's stance, while 
protecting the interests of the 
players, completely ignores an 
equally important part of 
soccer's partnership — the fans. 
Most fans are delighted when 
their club sign a foreign player, 
bringing publicity and a certain 
amount of glamour to their 
team. 

Whatever else happens it is 
certain that the PFA the FA and 
anybody else should keep their 
“customers” in mind when 
deciding who can, and who 
cannot, play in England.
